N FATAL DROP 
WITH AIRSHIP. 


BALLOON EXPLODES IN MID-AIR, 
FIVE PLUNGED TO DEATH.

Giant Dirigible Akron,‘ Made for 
Trans-Sea Voyage Collapses Aloft. 

Sensational Tragedy of Sky 
Occurs at Atlantic City While 
Three Thousand People Look On. 


ATLANTIC CITY (N. J.) July 2.— 
Salling out over the Atlantic 
ocean under perfect control, the 
great airship Akran, in command of 
Melvin Vaniman, with a crew of four 
men, exploded while more than 500 
feet in the air early today and shot 
down into the water, carrying to their 
death the aviator and his companions. 
Death is believed to have come in- 
stantly to the five men. 

In all the tragic history of disasters 
to airships or aeroplane, probably 
none was as sensational as that which 
brought to an end the greatest und 
most costly air craft ever constructed 
on the western hemisphere. Built 
to withstand the storms of the At- 
Mantic, and to carry at least « dozen 
men across the ocean to Europe, the 
Akron went to her doom in calm 
weather.

He received 
the decree of doctor of philosophy 
from Johns Hopkins University in 
188¢; that of doctor of laws from 
Wake Forest University in 1887 and 
that of doctor of literature from Yale 
University at its biennial celebration. 


Prof. Wilson oceupied the position 
adjunct professor of history in 


economy at Princeton University. In 
1898 the title of his chair was changed 
to that of professor of jurisprudence 
and upon its endowment he became 
McCormick professor of jurisprudence 
and politics. Prof. Wilson also for 
several years gave a course of lectures 
in Johns Hopkins University. He 
gained fame as a lecturer and writer. 
His work entitled The State,“ and his 
“Life of George Washington” are 
among his best known writings. 
Prof. Wilson became the thirteenth

Lecturer Declares Legal Liability 
Is Destructive of Moral Stamina 
and Imposes Unjustifiable Burden.

An interesting lecture was  deliv- 
ered last night at the Chamber of 
Commerce by David Van Schaack, di- 
rector of the bureau of inspection 
and accident prevention of the Aetna 
Life Insurance Company. The sub- 
ject was “The Prevention of Indus- 
trial Accidents,”” and an audience of 
a couple of hundred men, largely 
from insurance circles, listened at- 
tentively and studied the pictures 
shown on the screen. In these pic- 
tures, the safety appliances were 
shown in bright red colors, so that 
it was easy to distinguish just how 
they protect the workmen. In hig 
lecture, Mr. Van Schaack said: 
“One of the most notable of pres- 
ent-day activities is the earnest con- 
sideration being given to the ques- 
tion how best to deal with industrial 
accidents, and not the least en- 
couraging phase of the agitation is 
the prominent part played in it by 
the subject of accident prevention.

An appeal was taken from the con- 
vention, but the chair was sustained 
by a rising vote, which seemed almost 
unanimous. 
There was less disorder in the con- 
vention today than at any other ses- 
sion during the week and demonstra- 
tions which marked other sessions 
were missing in the early balloting to- 
day.

THE PLATFORM 
TO BE PRESENTED. 

The platform follows: 

We, the representatives of. the 
Democratic party of the Unied States, 
in national convention assembled. re- 
affirm our devotion to the principles 
@f Democratic government formu- 
lated by Thomas Jefferson and en- 
forced by a long and illustrious line 
ef Demecratic Presidents. 

TARIFF REFORM. 

We declare it to be a fundamental 
principle of the Democratic party that 
the Federal government under the 
Constitution has no right or — 
to impose or collect tariff duties, 
of revenue,

end we demand tie the collection of 


such taxes shall be limited to the 
necessities of government, honestly 
and econom! administered 


The high Republican tariff ts the 
principal cause of the unequal] distri- 
bution of wealth: it is a system of 
taxation which makes the rich richer 
and the poor poorer; under its opera- 
tions, the American farmer and las- 
erine man are the chief sufferers; it 
raises the cost of the necessaries of 
life to them, but does net protect their 

roduct or wage. The farmer sells 
Argely in free markets and buys al- 
most entirely in the protected 
markets. In the, most highly-pro- 
tected industries. such as cotton and 
wool, steel and iron, the wages of the 
laborers are the lowest paid in any 
of our industries. 
We denounce the Republican stand 
on the subject and assert that Ameri. 
ean wages are established by com- 
petitive conditions and not by the 
tariff 


We. favor the immediate downward 
revision of the existing high, and in 
many cases. prohibitive tariff duties, 
insisting that material reductions be 
speedily made upon the necessaries of 
Articles entering into compe- 
tition with the trust-controlled prod- 
wets, and articles of American manu- 
facture which are sold abroad more 
cheaply than at home, should be put

We recognize that our system of 
tart taxation is intimately connected 
with the business of the country and 


~we favor the ultimate attainment of 


the principles we advocate by legis- 


ton that will not injure or destroy 


legitimate industry. 

We denounce the action of Pres- 
Gent Taft in » ing the bills to re- 
duce the tariff in the cotton, woolen, 
metals and chemicals schedules and 
the farmer free list bill, all of which 
were designed to give immediate re- 
lief to the masses from the exactions 
of the trusts. 

The Republican party, while prom- 
ising tariff revision, has shown by its 
tariff lecisiation that such revision 
is not to de in the people's interest 
and having been faithless to its 
pledges of 1908, it should no longer 
enjoy the confidence of the nation. 
We appeal to the American people 
euppert us in our demand for a 
tariff for revenue only. 

; HIGH COST OF LIVING. 

The high cost of Itving is a serious 
problem in every American home. 
Republican party, in its plat- 
form. attempts to escape from the 
responsibility for present conditions, 
by denying that they are due to pro- 
teotive tariff. We take issue with 
them on this subject and charge that 
excersive prices result in a large 
measure from the high tariff laws 
enacted and maintained by the Re- 
publican party and from trusts and 
carmmercial conspiracies fostered and 
encouraged by such laws, and we as- 
bort that no subetantial relief can, 
be secured for the people until im-

ANTI-TRUST LAW. 

A private monopoly its indefensible 

and intolerable We, therefore, favor 

the vigorous enforcement of the crim- 


inal. as well as the civil law, against

We condemn the action of the Re 
publican administration in compro- 
mising with the Standard ou Com- 
pany and with the tobacco trust and 
its failure to invoke the criminal pro- 
visions of the anti-trust laws against 
thoge corporations after the court de- 
clared that from the undisputed facts 
in the record they had violated the 
criminal provisions of the law. We 
regret that the Sherman anti-trust 
law has received a judicial construc- 
tion, depriving it of much of its et- 
ficiency, and we favor the enactment 
of legisiation which will restore to 
the statute the strength of which it 
is deprived by such interpretation. 

RIGHTS OF THE STATES. 


We believe in the preservation and 
maintenance in their full strength 
and integrity of the three co-ordinate 
branches of the Federal government 
me executive, the legislative and 
the judictal—each keeping within its 
own bounds and not encroaching up- 
on the gust powers of the others. 

Believing that the most efficient 
result under our system of gov- 
ernmei are to be attained dy the 
full exercise by the States of their 
reserved sovereign powers, we de- 
nounce as usurpation efforts of our 
opponents to deprive the States of any 
of the rights reserved to them, and 


to enlarge and magnify by — 
tion the powers of the Federal g 


ernment. 

We insist on the full exercise of 
all the powers of the government, 
both State and national, to protect 
the people fram injustice at the 
hands of those who seek to make the 
government a private asset in busi- 
tess. There is no twilight zone be- 
tween the nation and the State in 
which exploiting interests can take 
refuge from both. tt fs as neces- 
sary that the Federal government 
shall exercise the powers reserved to 
them, but we insist that Federal 
remedies for the regulation of inter- 


state commerce and for the en 
tion of private monopoly * 
added to, and not substituted for 
State remedies. 

INCOME TAX. 


on the triumph of two tmpertant. re- 
forms demanded in the last national 
platform—namely, the amendment 
to the Federal Constitution authoriz- 
ing an income tax, and the amend- 
ment providing for the popular elec- 
tion of Senators, and we call upon 
the people of all the States to rally 
to the support of the pending propo- 
sitions and further ratification. 

We note with gratification the 
unanimous sentiment in favor of pub- 
Heity before the election of campaign 
contributions, a measure demanded 
in our national platform of 1908 and 
at that time opposed by the Repub- 
lican party, and we commend the 
Democratic House of Representatives 
for extending the doctrine of pub- 
licity to recommendations, verbal and 
written, upon which Presidential ap- 
polntments are made, to the owner- 
ship and control of newspapers and 
to the expenditures made by and in 
behalf of those who aspire to the 
Presidential nomination, and we 
point for additional justification for 
this legislation to the enormous ex- 
penditures of money in behalf of the 
President and his predecessor in the 
recent contest for the Republican 
nomination for President. 

PRESIDENTIAL PRIMARIES. 

The movement towards more popu- 
lar government should be promoted 
through legislation in each State 
which will permit the expression of 
the preference of the electors for na- 
tional candidates at Presidential pri- 
maries. 


We direct that the National Com- 
mittee incorporate in the call for the 
next nominating convention a require- 
ment that all expressions of prefer- 
ence for Presidential candidates shall 
be given and the selection of dele- 
gates and alternates made through 
a primary election conducted by the 
party organization in each State 
where such expression and election 
are not provided for by State law. 
Committeemen who are hereafter to 
constitute the membership of the 
Democratic National Committee and 
whose election ts not provided for by 
law shall be chosen in each State at 
such primary elections, and the serv- 
ice and authority of committeemen, 
however chosen, shall begin immedi- 
ately upon the receipt of their cre- 
dentials.

To this end, we recom- 
mend the valuation of railroads, ex- 
press companies, telegraph and tele- 
phone lines by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, such valuation to 
take into consideration the physical 
value of the property, the original 
cost. the cost of reproduction, and 
any element of value that will render 
the valuation fair and just.

Jand we believe the people of 
the country will be largely freed from 
panics and consequent unempoyment 
and business depression by such a 
systematic revision of our banking 
laws as will render temporary relief 
in localities where such relief is 
„needed, with protection from control 
or domination by what is known as 
the money trust. | 

Banks exist for the accommodation 
of the public and not for the control 
of business. Ali legisiation on the 
subject of king and currency 
should have its purpose the se- 
curing of these accommodations on 
terms of absolute security to the pub- 
lic and of complete protection from 
the misuse of the power that wealth 
gives to those who possess it. 

We condemn the present methods of 
depositing government funds in a few 
favored banks, largely situated in or 
controlled by Wall street, in return 
for poljtical favors, and we pledge 
our party to provide by jaw for thelr 
deposit by competitive bidding by te 
banking institutions of the country. 
national and State, without discrim- 
ination as to locality upon approved 
securities and subject to call by the 
government. 

RURAL CREDITS. 

Of equal importance with the ques- 
tion of currency reform is the ques- 
tion of rural credits, or agricultural 
finance, Therefore we recommend 
that an investigation of agricul- 
tural credit societies in foreign 
countries be made, so that it 
may be ascertained whether a 
system ot rural credits may be de- 
vised suttable to conditions in th 
United States, and we also favor legis- 
lation permitting national banks to 
loan a reasonable proportion of their 
funds on real estate security. 

We recognize the value of vocation- 
al education and urge Federal appro- 
priations for such training and ex- 
tension teaching in agriculture in co- 
operation with the several States. 

WATERWAYS. 

We renew the declaration in our 
last platform relating to the conser- 
vation of our natural resources and 
the development of our waterways. 
The present devastation of the lower 
Mississippi Valley accentuates the 
movement for the regulation of river 
flow by additional bank and levee pro- 
tection below, and the diversion, stor- 
age and control of the flood waters 
above and their utilization for bene- 
ficial purposes in the reclamation of 
arid and swamp lands and the de- 
velopment of water power, instead 
of permitting the floods to continue as 
heretofore, agents of destruction. We 
hold that the control of the Missis- 
sippi River is a national problem. 
The preservation of the depth of its 
water for the purpose of navigation, 
the building of levees to maintain 
the integrity of ita channel and the 


| prevention of the overflow of the land 


and its consequent destruction, re- 
sulting in interruption of interstate 
commerce, the disorganization of mall 
service and the enormous loss of life 
and property. impose an obligation 
which alone can be discharged by the 
general government. 

To maintain an adequate depth of 
water the entire year and thereby 
encourage water transportation is a 
consummation worthy of legislative 
attention and an issue national in its 
character. It calls for prompt action 
on the part of Congress und the 
Democratic party pledges itbelt to the 
enactment of legislation leading to 
that end. 

We favor the co-operation of the 
United States and the respective 
States in plans for the comprehensive 
treatment of all waterways with a 
view of co-ordinating plans for chan- 
nel improvement with plans for

RIGHTS OF LABOR. | 


Platform of 1908 as follows: 

“The courts of justice are the bul- 
wark of our liberties and we yield 
to none in our purpose to maintain 
their dignity. Our party has given 
to the bench a long line of 
tinguished justices, Who have added 
to the respect and confidence in 
which this department must be jeal- 
ously maintained. We resent. the 
attempt of the Republican party to 
raise a false ) Fespecting the 
judiciary. It is an unjust reflection 
upon a great body of our citizens to 
assume that they lack respect for the 
courts. ‘ 

“It is the function of the courts 
to interpret the laws which the peo- 
ple enact, and if the laws appear to 
work economic, social or political in- 
justice, it is our duty to change 
them. The only basis upon which 
the integrity of our courts can stand 
fe that of unswerving justice and 
protection of life, personal liberty 
and property. As judicial ocesses 
may be abused, we shoul guard 
them against abuse. 

“Experience has proved the ne- 
ceasity of a modification of the pres- 
ent law relating to injunction and 
wé reiterate the pledges of our plat- 
form of 1896 and 1904 th favor of 
a measure which passed the Unit- 
ed States Senate in 1596, relating 
to contempt in Federal courts and 


providing for trial by jury in cases 


ef indirect contempt. 

“Questions of judicial practice 
have arisen, especially in connection 
with industrial disputes. We believe 
that the parties to all judicial pro- 
ceedings should be treated with rigid 
impartiality and that injunctions 
should not be issued in any case in 
which an injunction would not issue 
if no industrial dispute were involved. 

“The expanding organization of in- 
dustry makés it essential that there 
should be no abridgement of the 
right of the wage-earners and pro- 
ducers to organize for the protection 
of wages and improvement of labor 
conditions, to the end that such la- 
bor organizations should not be re- 
garded as illegal combinations in ra- 
straint of trade. 

“We pledge the Democratic party 
to the enactment of a law creating 
a department of, labor represented 
separately in the President's Cab- 
inet, tn which department shall be 
Included the subject of mines and 
mining.“ 

We pledge the Democratic party, so 
far as the Federal jurisdiction ex- 
tends, to an employees’ compensation 
law providing adequate indemnity for 
injury to body or lose of life. 

CONSERVATION. 

We believe in the conservation and 
the development for the use of all 
the people of the natural resources of 
the country. Our forests, our sources 
of water supply, our arable and our 
mineral lands, and our navigable 
streams and all the other material re- 
eourees with which our country has 
been so lavishly endowed constitute 
the foundation of our national wealth. 
Such additional legislation as may be 
to prevent their being 
absorbed by special or 
privileged interests, should be enact- 
ed and the policy of their conserva- 
tion should be rigidly adhered to. 

The public domain should be ad- 
ministered and disposed of with due 
regard to the general welfare. Res- 
ervations should be limited to the 
purposes which they purport to serve 
and not extended .to include tand 
wholly unsuited tWerefor. The un 
necessary withdrawal from sale and 
settlement of enormous tracts of pub- 
lic land upon which tree growth nev-. 
er existed, and cannot be promoted, 
tends only to retard development, 
create discontent and bring reproach 
upon the licy of conservation. 

The public land laws should be 
administered in a spirit of the 
broadest liberality towards the set- 
tler exhibiting a bona fide purpose to 
comply therewith, to the end that 
the invitation of this government to 
the landless should be as attractive 
as possible; and the plain provisions 
of the forest reserve act permitting 
homestes.. entries to >e made with 
in the national forests should not be 
nullified by administrative regula- 
tions which amount to a withdrawal 
of great areas of the same from set- 
tlement. 

Immediate action should be taken 
by Congress to make available the 
vast and valuable coal deposits of 
Alaska under conditions that will be 
a perfect guaranty against their fall 
ing into the hands of monopolizing 
associations or inter- 


We rejoice in the inheritance of 
mineral resources unequaled in ex- 
tent, variety or value, and in the 
development of a mining industry 
unequalled in its magnitude and im- 
portance. And we pledge ourselves 
to the extension of the work of the 
bureau of mines in every way ap- 
propriate for national legislation 
with a view of safeguarding the lives 
of miners, lessening the waste of es- 
sential resources and promoting the 
economic development of mining, 
which, along with agriculture, must 
in the future, even more than in the 
past, serve as the very foundation 
of our national prosperity and wel- 
fare and our international commerce. 

AGRICULTURE. 


We believe in encouraging the de- 
velopment of a modern system of 
agriculture and a systematic effort 
to improve the conditions of trade in 
farm products so as to benefit both 
the cOnsumers and producers. And 
as an efficient means to this end we 
favor the enactment by Congress of 
legislation that will suppress the 
pernicious practice of gambling in 
agriculture products by organized ex- 
changes or others. 

MERCHANT MARINE. 

We believe in fostering by consti- 
tutional regulation of commerce the 
growth of a merchant marine which 
shall develop and strengthen the com- 
mercial ties which bind us to our sis- 
ter republics of the south, but with- 
out imposing additional burdens up- 
on the people and without bounties 
or subsidies from the public treasury. 

We urge upon Congress the speedy 
enactment of laws for the greater se- 
curity of life and property at sea and 
we favor the repeal of all laws and 
the abrogation of se much of our 
treaties with other nations as pro- 
vide for the arrest and imprisonment 
of seamen charged with desertion or 
with violation of their contract of 
service. Such laws and treaties are 
un-American and violate the spirit, 
if not the letter, of the Constitution 
of the United States.

The County Board of Freeholders 
adopted a resolution last night, pro- 
viding that all county officers, with 
the exception of District Attorney, As- 
seas@, Sheriff, Auditor and Superin- 


years, itendent of Schools, shall be appointed 


by the Board of Supervisors. Unless 
all signs fail, such a provision will 
be incorporated into the new county 
charter to be submitted to the people 
by the freeholders. 


Several weeks ago, the board passed | 


a resolution providing that the As- 
sessor and Sheriff shall be appointive 
Officers, but Assessor Hopkins ap- 
peared before the board last night and 
presented so many formidable argu- 
ments in favor of making it an elec- 
tive position that the freeholders 
rescinded their former action. 

If the voters approve the charter 
and the resolution adopted last night 
is not amended, the County Clerk, 
Recorder, Tax Collector, Coroner, 
Surveyor, Treasurer and Public Ad- 
ministrator will be apointed by five 
supervisors elected by the people. 
Several of the freeholders are in favor 
of making the Sheriff an appointive 
officer and it is probable that the 
resolution will be amended to make 
thie step possible. Sheriff’ Hammel 
was invited to appear before the board 
last night and give his ideas on the 
subject, but he was unable to attend. 

County Superintendent of Schools 
Keppel appeared before the board and 
presented strong arguments against 
making the office elective.

He had been led to think that 
he would escape punishment for con- 
tempt, as many attorneys were of the 
opinion that the question was a close 
one. Phe’ import of the decision, as 
regards the affairs of labor unions 
that might be aired in court by the 
production of the books and papers 
of the organizations, would seem to 
be that it is for the court to deter- 
mine whether the production of this 
testimony would incriminate the wit- 
nesses. The matter came before 
Judge Wellborn on a presentment 
from the Federal grand jury asking 
that Pohiman be compelled to show 
cause why he should not be punished 
for contempt of court for refusing to 
produce the papers before the grand 


jury. 
THE DECISION. 


In rendering his decision, Judge 
Welldorn appropriated the language 
of President Taft, while on the Circuit 
bench; that the great weight of au- 
thority rejected the doctrine that a 
witness might avoid answering any 
question merely by the statement 
hat the answer might incriminate 
m. The true rule, said the court, 
is that it was for the judge before 
whom the question arises to decide 
whether an answer to the question 
put might reasonably have a tendency 
to incriminate the witness. 

Continuing the court said the most 
prominent part in the case at bar 
was the respondent's positive «assur- 
ance of his innecence of any crime 


whatsoever. lie not only reiterated 
that he knew he had com- 
mitted no crime, but declared 


that he was so confident of his inno- 
eence that if immunity was offered 
him he would not accept it. One of 
the authorities cited by the govern- 


ness was not gulity of any crime he 
needed no privilege and his refusal 
to produce the papers was unauthor- 
ized 


The court said: “The claim of 
Pohiman that the production of any 
such papers would prejudice him be- 
fore the grand jury, falls far short 
of the requirements of the rule ac- 
cepted by the courts.” According to 
the view of Judge Taft the “danger 
to be apprehended must be real, with 
reference to the probable outcome of 
the law in the ordinary course of 
things, and not merely speculative, 
having reference to some remote or 
unlikely contingency.” 

Judge Wellborn said that on the 
own showing of the respondent he 
could not but conclude that he was 
not entitied to the privilege that he 
claimed.

The trial was that of Louis Visalia 
against Lazar Lazarvich to recover 
$200, but Lazarvich testified that he 
never had received the money, while 
Visalia swore it had been paid to J. 
J. Stein, Lazarvich’s attorney, and 
backed up his testimony with that of 
the officer who had accompanied him 
when the money was paid to Stein. 
It was to the introduction of testi- 
mony as to this payment that objec- 
tion had been made, and, in over- 
one the objection, Justice Reeve 


“It may be necersary to stop these 
proceedings and send for the District 
Attorney and a court reporter to take 
this evidence. It is very clear to the 
court that someone has taken ad- 
vantage of the ignorance of American 
law of these foreigners.” 

Accerding to the testimony in the 
case, Visalia went on the release bond 
in a suit won by Lazarvich against 
the Montenegro-American Socia! Club 
for $180, although in that suit it was 
‘alleged Lazarvich had assigned the 
claim. His own affidavits contradict 
each other, one confirming the aa- 


signment and the other denying it. 


At any rate, when an appeal was 
taken, the testimony was that Stein, 
an officer, went to 
Visalia and got $200 from him on his 
bond, alleging, witness said, it was an 
order. Lasavarich said he did not 
receive this money, although it was 
supposed to be collected for him.

With every indication that one of 
the greatest crowds in the history of 
Southern California will be beach- 
ward-bound on the Fourth, the Pa-

ing the demands during the early part 
of the night, when 1200 horse-power 
is consumed, 

It is understood that Prof. Baldwin 
has now perfected his rights-of-way 
through the forest reserve for ditches 
and pipe lines, and has a site for 
a power house in the vicinity of For- 
est Tome. The plan, according to the 
surveys, is to convey the water from 
the streams which feed Mill Creek 
through a ditch, to a point above F or- 
est Home, whefe there would be a 
drop of 2200 feet to the power house 
site. It is estimated that every inch 
of water conveyed through a steel

“Mr. Appel,” said the court, “you 
must confine yourself to citing the er- 
ror.”
